[Urging  State  Law  Change] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  pass  legislation  to  modernize  laws 
related  to  alcohol  closing  hours. 

WHEREAS,  California  law  currently  restricts  the  sale  of  alcohol  uniformly  across  the 
state,  despite  the  diversity  of  local  transit  availability  and  tourism  alternatives  found  in  the  fifth 
largest  economy  of  the  world;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Major  metropolitan  areas  that  rely  upon  tourism,  cultural  events  and 
conventions  such  as  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and  San  Diego  operate  under  the  same 
alcohol  restrictions  as  rural  and  suburban  areas  which  provide  fewer  late  night  transit 
alternatives  for  those  attempting  to  get  home  safely  after  venues  close;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Restaurants,  cabarets,  theaters,  nightclubs,  bars,  music  halls,  taxis, 
hotels,  airports,  car  rentals,  travel  agents,  street  fairs,  cultural  events,  shops  and  convention 
centers  all  benefit  from  a  thriving  interest  in  the  entertainment  industry;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Florida  empowers  local  jurisdictions  to  regulate  their  own  last 
call  time  and  cities  like  Miami  and  Jacksonville  have  set  last  call  at  4AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Louisiana  grants  its  large  metropolitan  areas  such  as  the  City 
of  New  Orleans  the  power  to  regulate  its  own  last  call  time,  and  the  city  allows  bars  and  night 
clubs  to  stay  open  for  business  24  hours;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Illinois  allows  Chicago  to  set  it's  own  hours,  which  the  city  has 
set  at  4AM  Monday  through  Saturday  and  5AM  on  Sunday  morning;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  New  York  allows  New  York  City  to  hold  last  call  until  4AM; 

and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Georgia  grants  the  city  of  Atlanta  the  power  to  decide  its  own 
last  call  time  which  the  city  has  set  at  4AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Texas  allows  Houston,  San  Antonio,  Fort  Worth  and  Dallas  to 
hold  last  call  until  4AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Indiana  allows  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  hold  last  call  until 
3AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Hawaii  allows  the  city  of  Honolulu  to  hold  last  call  until  4AM; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Tennessee  allows  the  cities  of  Memphis  and  Nashville  to  hold 
last  call  until  3AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  West  Virginia  allows  jurisdictions  to  hold  last  call  until  3:30AM; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  The  state  of  Alaska  allows  jurisdictions  to  hold  last  call  until  5AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  states  of  Mississippi,  Nevada  and  New  Jersey  allow  alcohol  serving 
establishments  to  remain  open  24  hours  a  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Washington  D.C.  has  set  its  own  last  call  at  3AM  on  weekends;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  of  Arizona  will  decide  on  a  state  initiative  in  2004  to  extend  the 
state's  last  call  to  3AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  London  and  many  other  large  international  tourist  destinations  allow 
venues  to  sell  alcohol  24  hours  to  entice  global  travelers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California,  despite  its  progressive  reputation,  uniformly  requires  all 
establishments  statewide  to  hold  last  call  at  2AM,  creating  a  clear  business  disadvantage  to 
other  national  and  international  tourist  destinations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Traffic  Safety  Administration  conducted  a  2001  study  of 
traffic  deaths  related  to  alcohol;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Data  from  this  study  documents  that  states  with  later  last  call  hours  had 
fewer  alcohol  related  driving  deaths  than  states  with  earlier  closing  hours;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  correlation  between  last  call  times  and  average  percent  of  traffic 
deaths  related  to  alcohol  in  this  study  showed  a  44.5%  correlation  in  states  with  1-1 :30AM  last 
call  times,  41.81%  in  states  with  2-2:30AM  last  call  times,  38.67%  in  states  with  3-3:30AM  last 
call  times,  42%  in  states  with  4AM  last  call  times,  and  41.25%  in  states  with  24  hour  call 
times;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Overall  the  correlation  of  alcohol  related  deaths  was  significantly  higher  in 
states  with  earlier  last  call  times  than  later  last  call  times  and  states  with  3-3:30AM  last  call 
had  the  lowest  correlation  of  alcohol  related  deaths  with  roughly  3%  less  than  states  which 
held  last  call  at  2AM;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  data  may  suggest  that  early  closing  hours  lead  consumers  to  drink 
near  the  closing  hour  and  drive  sooner  after  drinking  than  if  they  are  allowed  to  leave 
establishments  at  a  later  time  of  their  choosing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  entertainment  businesses  stand  at  a  competitive  disadvantage 
to  other  states  due  to  inflexible  regulations,  Californians  in  the  October  2003  election  voiced  a 
demand  to  remove  excessive  regulations  on  state  businesses,  there  is  broad  precedent  for 
allowing  large  urban  jurisdictions  to  set  last  call  after  2AM,  and  national  data  suggests  that 
states  with  later  last  call  hours,  if  anything,  have  created  a  safer  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  16th,  2003,  the  Entertainment  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  voted  to  urge  the  California  State  Legislature  to  modernize  laws 
related  to  alcohol  by  establishing  a  3:30AM  last  call  during  which  the  sale  of  alcohol  is 
permitted;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to  support  Assemblyman  Leno's  efforts  to 
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modernize  laws  relating  to  alcohol  closing  hours  in  major  metropolitan  areas  by  establishing  a 
3:30AM  last  call  during  which  the  sale  of  alcohol  is  permitted;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to  support  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno's  effort 
to  develop  legislation  to  modernize  California's  last  call  laws  to  allow  major  metropolitan  cities 
in  California  to  be  competitive  within  the  national  market  for  tourist  and  convention  travel 
business;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  this  law,  cities  with  a  population  of 
more  than  500,000  should  be  considered  major  metropolitan  areas;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  cities  should  be  empowered  with  the  right  to  opt  out  of  a 
3:30AM  last  call  time  if  they  pass  a  local  ordinance  reverting  to  a  2AM  closing  time  and  that 
any  alcohol  closure-hour  modernization  legislation  shall  be  subject  to  existing  local  zoning 
and  land  use  controls;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Assemblymen 
Mark  Leno  and  Leland  Yee,  and  Senators  Jackie  Speir  and  John  Burton.

Resolution  recognizing  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff,  Jr.  as  the  African  Founding 
Father  of  California. 

WHEREAS,  On  March  26,  1810,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  was  born  in  St. 
Croix,  Danish  Virgin  Islands  to  Anna  Marie  Sparks,  an  African  woman,  and  William 
Leidesdorff  Sr.  of  Denmark;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1834,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  was  naturalized  as  a  U.S. 
citizen  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  and  became  a  leading  cotton  broker  and  sea  merchant 
trading  in  New  York,  Maryland,  Hawaii,  Alaska,  Mexico,  South  America,  and  throughout  his 
birth  home,  the  Caribbean;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  1841,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  sailed  the  first  legal  U.S. 
commercial  shipping  vessel,  the  Julia  Ann,  into  the  sleepy  Mexican  fishing  village  of  Yerba 
Buena,  modern  San  Francisco,  to  establish  a  world  maritime  center;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1843,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  was  naturalized  as  Mexican 
citizen  to  facilitate  acquiring  a  vast  land  grant  from  the  Mexican  authorities  in  Sacramento 
Valley  as  an  early  advocate  of  creating  dual  citizenship;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1844,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  obtained  title  to  Rancho  Rio  de 
Los  Americanos,  over  35,000  acres  of  prime  commercial  real  estate  along  the  south  bank  of 
the  American  River,  and  through  his  global  trade  and  commerce  projects,  financed, 
developed  and  helped  stabilize  the  Sacramento  Valley;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1845,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  accepted  the  position  of  United 
States  Vice-Consul  in  the  Mexican  Alta  California  region  and  for  serving  our  nation  in  this 

Supervisor  Maxwell  /  Dufty 
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capacity,  he  became  the  first  U.S.  African-American  Diplomat  in  history  and  was 
affectionately  known  as  the  "African  Founding  Father  of  California";  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1846,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  was  an  active  leader  in  the 
Bear  Flag  Revolt  during  the  Mexican-American  War  of  1846-1848  and  his  official  reports  are 
valuable  accounts  of  the  U.S.  acquisition  of  California  from  Mexico;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1847,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  captained  the  first  and  only 
steam  ship,  the  Sitka,  in  California  prior  to  the  Gold  Rush  and  his  maiden  steam  voyage  up 
the  Sacramento  River  is  immortalized  on  our  California  State  Seal  and  recognizes  his  vision 
for  increased  maritime  transportation  of  California's  agricultural  products  to  world  markets; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.,  a  leading  civic  leader  and  pioneer  in  the 
successful  quest  for  California  to  become  the  31st  State  in  the  United  States,  was  elected 
Treasurer,  owned  the  largest  home,  constructed  the  first  City  Hotel,  built  the  first  commercial 
shipping  warehouse  and  donated  the  land  to  build  the  first  public  school  of  education  in  the 
City  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1848,  William  Alexander  Leidesdorff  Jr.  received  official  notification  of 
vast  quantities  of  gold  on  his  immense  cattle  and  wheat  ranch  along  today's  State  Highway 
50  corridor  prior  to  his  untimely  death  on  May  18,  1848:  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  legacy  of  a  great  American  pioneer  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  join  in  the  celebration  of  "Discover  the  Legacy,  William  Alexander 
Leidesdorff  Jr.",  March  21-27,  2004;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  William 
Alexander  Leidesdorff,  Jr.  as  the  African  Founding  Father  of  California.

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  report  by  the  National  Legislators  Association  on 
Prescription  Drug  Prices,  prescription  drugs  are  an  average  of  30-65%  more  expensive  in  the 
United  States  then  abroad,  and  are  increasing  an  average  of  14%  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  recent  figures  published  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  the  average  brand  name  drug  cost  more  than  $72  per 
prescription;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Every  San  Franciscan  has  the  right  to  access  affordable  prescription 
drugs,  without  needing  to  make  decisions  about  purchasing  necessary  pharmaceuticals  or 
paying  their  rent  or  basic  expenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recently,  the  State  of  Minnesota  unveiled  a  website  offering  directions  to 
citizens  to  safely  order  prescriptions  from  Canadian  pharmacies,  after  establishing  a  set  of 
screening  criteria  to  verify  safe  practices  that  include  requirements  for  a  prescription  from  an 
American  doctor  and  providing  periodic  reports  to  the  Minnesota  Department  of  Human 
Services  regarding  consumer  complaints  about  their  website;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  Minnesota's  Department  of  Human  Services  chose  two 
approved  pharmacies  to  re-import  drugs  for  Minnesotans  and  the  City  of  Springfield, 
Massachusetts  currently  contracts  with  a  Canadian  pharmacy  to  re-import  prescriptions  for 
subscribing  public  employees;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
previously  expressed  it's  support  for  re-importation  of  pharmaceuticals  from  acceptable 
Canadian  pharmacies  for  public  employees  to  generate  cost  savings;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  study  best  practices  from  other  states,  counties  and 
cities  around  the  country  which  have  initiated  re-importation  programs  to  develop  a  set  of 
criterion  for  Canadian  pharmacies;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  to  create  an  online  resource  to  educate  and  assist  San  Franciscans  about  purchasing

WHEREAS,  Youth  who  are  charged  in  delinquency  proceedings  in  matters  before  the 
in  Francisco  Trial  Courts,  may  be  sentenced  to  the  California  Youth  Authority,  which  may

WHEREAS,  Sentencing  recommendations  are  provided  to  the  San  Francisco  Trial 
)urts  by  the  District  Attorney,  Public  Defender  and  Juvenile  Probation  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  series  of  reports,  commissioned  by  the  State  Attorney  General,  have 
en  released  detailing  serious  allegations  that  the  California  Youth  Authority  provides  poor 
d  abusive  treatment  to  youth  in  the  areas  of  mental  health,  education,  health  care  and 
;cipline;  and 

WHEREAS,  65%  of  youth  sentenced  to  the  CYA  suffer  from  mental  disorders  and  85% 
ffer  from  drug  and  alcohol  addictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  report  authored  by  Dr.  Eric  Trupin  and  Dr.  Raymond  Patterson  found 
it  nine  CYA  institutions  were  more  like  prisons  than  facilities  designed  to  reform  and 
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ehabilitate  youthful  offenders,  and  that  the  "vast  majority  of  youths  who  have  mental  health 
leeds  are  made  worse  instead  of  improved  by  correctional  environment";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Trupin/Patterson  report  also  found  that  youths  received  three  to  eight 
lifferent  psychotropic  drugs  without  justification  and  that  psychiatric  treatment  was  routinely 
lenied  to  youth  in  need;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  report  authored  by  Dr.  Barry  Krisberg,  president  of  the  National  Council 
in  Crime  and  Delinquency,  found  that  the  CYA  uses  70  cages  in  four  facilities  to  house 
nruly  youth,  a  practice  Dr.  Krisberg  described  as  "degrading  and  antithetical  to  the  mission 
nd  goals"  of  the  California  Youth  Authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Krisberg  also  noted  that  a  higher  percentage  of  African  American  and 
atino  youth  were  placed  in  these  cages;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Krisberg  chronicled  an  alarming  amount  of  violence  and  "an  intense 
limate  of  fear"  after  visiting  six  youth  correctional  facilities,  stating  that  "the  YA  is  a  very 
angerous  place,  and  neither  staff  nor  wards  feel  safe  in  its  facilities";  Dr.  Krisberg  reported 
ver  4,000  assaults  and  1 ,000  incidents  of  sexual  harassment  in  the  six  institutions  he  visited 
i  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Krisberg  found  that  prison  guards  at  the  Herman  G.  Stark  Youth 
acility  in  Chino  used  chemical  restrains  535  times,  physician  restrains  109  times  and 
lechanical  restraints  236  times  in  a  four  month  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  report  authored  by  Michael  Puisis  and  Maddie  LaMarre  found 
jbstandard  care  for  those  with  chronic  diseases,  including  diabetes,  hypertention  and  sickle 
sll  anemia;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  report  authored  by  Dr.  Thomas  O'Rourke  and  Dr.  Robert  Gordon,  two 
eorgia  educators,  found  that  there  are  insufficient  qualified  teachers  to  staff  CYA  and  that 
YA's  educational  programs  suffer  from  absenteeism  as  high  as  30%  a  day;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  expert  who  authored  the  reports  found  that  the  California  Youth 
\uthority  failing  in  21  of  22  measures  posed  in  question  form  by  the  Attorney  General's 
Dffice;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  spokesperson  for  the  CYA  confirmed  the  findings  of  the  experts, 
itating  "the  observations  of  the  state  experts  in  these  areas  are  substantially  correct";  now,

of  bonds  ("the  2004  Bonds")  to  refund  such  Prior  Bonds  and  provide  additional  funds  in  the 
approximate  amount  of  $10,000,000  for  the  Agency's  Low  and  Moderate  Income  Housing 
Fund,  which  the  Agency  must  use  for  development  of  housing  affordable  by  low-income  and  1 
moderate-income  persons  ("Affordable  Housing"),  and  which  the  Agency  must  report  to  the 
Board  as  to  the  use  of  such  funds  on  specific  Affordable  Housing  developments;  and  the 
Agency  wishes  to  enter  into  loans  related  to  the  issuance  of  the  2004  Bonds,  each

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors'  approved  the  issuance  of  the  Authority's  Prior 
Bonds  as  permitted  by  the  applicable  CRL  provisions  then  in  effect,  and  such  approval 
included  authorization  for  the  Agency's  loans  related  thereto  and  the  Authority's  refinancing  of 
such  indebtedness  if  economic  savings  could  be  achieved;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Section  33606  of  the  CRL  provides  for  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  in  its  role  as  the  Agency's  Legislative  Body,  of  the  Agency's  annual  budget  (the

WHEREAS,  The  month  of  May  is  designated  as  "Clean  Air  Month"  in  our  nation  and 
many  events  and  activities  are  scheduled  by  the  American  Lung  Association  to  heighten 
public  awareness  of  clean  air  concerns;  and 

WHEREAS,  Reducing  emissions  from  motor  vehicles  and  fuels  is  a  key  clean  air 
strategy  in  California  due  to  the  overwhelming  majority  of  air  pollution  generated  from  these 
sources;  and  vehicles  not  only  emit  ozone  precursors,  particulates  and  air  toxics,  but  also 
emit  greenhouse  gases  such  as  carbon  dioxide,  hydrofluorocarbons  and  methane  that  are 
linked  to  increased  warming  of  the  atmosphere;  and

WHEREAS,  several  taxicab  companies  have  fulfilled  the  conditions  specified  in  Police

WHEREAS,  On  January  27,  2004,  the  California  High  Speed  Rail  Authority  (Authority) 
and  the  Federal  Railroad  Administration  (FRA)  unveiled  the  Draft  EIR/EIS  proposing  a  high- 
speed train  system  for  intercity  travel  in  California  as  the  preferred  alternative  to  meet 
California's  travel  demands;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  study  shows  a  proposed  700-mile  high-speed  train  system  could 
carry  up  to  68  million  passengers  by  2020  linking  major  metropolitan  centers  of  San 
Francisco  and  Sacramento  in  the  north,  through  the  Central  Valley,  to  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego  in  the  south;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California's  burgeoning  population  will  reach  50  million  by  2030,  and 
existing  transportation  systems  will  not  meet  this  demand.  Expansion  of  the  existing 
infrastructure  would  require  at  least  3000  new  miles  of  highway  lanes,  nearly  60  new  gates, 
and  five  new  runways  for  future  travel  projections  and  demands;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  1998  the  Authority  has  thoroughly  studied,  analyzed,  reviewed  and 
evaluated  dozens  of  potential  routes  and  corridors  throughout  California  on  the  basis  of 
capital,  operating  and  maintenance  costs,  travel  time,  and  engineering,  operational  and 
environmental  constraints.  Corridors  were  evaluated  on  a  regional  basis  before  selecting  the 
alternatives  for  further  study  for  servicing  the  Bay  Area;  and,
